County Sheriff's office Tues- 
day. 

The Merit Cniuini>;sion was 
appointed under a. 1905 law 
passed by (he last legislature 
and is the first for this 
county. Those-, appointed 
were John Hayes, Jr.. 445 
Ash St., a Chicago Tribune, 
roporli'r in Lake county; Wil- 
liam H.oyerman, Deerfield, 
president of the General 
Body Co.. Chicago, and a sce- 
rel ary "of t he I «ike Count y* 
Crime Commission, and WiL 
Ham Bieket. Zicm. president 
of Bieket Fnlerprises. 

The commission will have 
the task of -making up. a set 
of rules and procedures for 
the merit, system. Stanley 
Sehabowiyz, a member' of 
Sheriff Larson's: staff, has' re- 
portedly been working on" 
such aufpt i»f rules to present 
to the. commission. The 
County Board of. Supervisors 
will h'Ho to approve the 
rules. 

Sheriff Larson has long de- 
clared himself in favor of 
the merit system and backed 
the bill in the legislature. 

The new stale law does not 
make the .establishment of u 
merit system mandatory, but 
provides for a refereiUhun on 
Ihe matter .if the County 
Board, falls to create a com- 
missiou:

Ignorance Of The Law

. The office of Secretary of State Paur-Kmvell 
has compiled an" excellent little 18-pa^e boulfM 
which contains all the changes; and --or .additions, 
to laws made, by the last State Legislature re- 
latinjj; to niotoi' veliicles. 

A thorou.u'h knowledge of tl'uvlaws goveiii- 
iiig traffic can h el (> to- avoid accidents. It can 
also save you monev in fines. ■ 

* 

The recent session of the legislature spelled 
out the laws governing' passingf-a vehicle on the 
light. This, is an area where a good many, drivers 
seem to have conflicting ideas of what's legal. ' 

The law s;tys that the, driver of a vehicle 
may overtake :anil pass on the right of another 
vehicle only under the following ^conditions: 
when the vehicle overtaken is makhjg or about to 
-mak'e-a-lef t-Uirn ; upon_a_stueet' or highway with 
unobstructed pavement not occupied by parked 
vehicles, pf sufficient width for 2 or more linep 
.of moving vehicles in each .direction;;- on a one- 
way street, or on any roadway on which traffic is 
restricted to one direction of movement,' where 
the roadway is free from obstruction and wide 
enough .for 2 oi\niore vehicles. 

The amendment further provides that the 
"rlrirer^of-a-velTiclcrmay-pass-anothei-vohicle-on 
the right only when such movement can be made 
safely; and under no circumstances can pass by 
driving off the pavement or-the -main-traveled 
portion of the roadway. . _ _ < f 

There are a good many amendments to laws 
governing the operation of motor vehicles con- 
tained in the little booklet, and everyone who 
Tlrives would "do \ve\ l-to~study r itcaref ully-. Ignor- 
ance of the law is no excuse, and there's -little ex- 
cuse for ignorance when the Secretary of State 
Has made the knowledge so readily available.

Government employees enjoyed pay raises 
totalling 4S' .' in the eight-year period, according 
to-figures-compiled by Ihe-Taxpayer's Federation 
of Illinois. In the same period, the pay of workers 
in private industry went up 34 per cent. 

The average yearly, wage of the Federal 
■civilian worker in*1963 Was $(>,S12; the State or 
local government employee received $5,197, and 
the private; industry worker $5,181. 

Statistics further show that about one out of 
every 19 persons is a public employee. With each 
government service that's added, the number of 
public employees raises.' 

'. "Padding" of payrolls, particularly in large 
cities,'often escapes detection for some time. Poli- 
ticians hand out patronage jobs to friends who 
helped them to get elected. The friend may spend 
few hours on the job' or be completely untrained 
and inadequate. 
, . Newspapers render a real service in "nosing 
out" miThy of these "extra" jobs. With the rising 
cost of government, there must be a continuous 
effort to weed out waste and inefficiency.

.Research to be undertrikon 
by the National Safety .Coun- 
cil's Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards at Stevens 
Point, Wisconsin, this winter 
will 'seek answers to this 
question which is of vital 
concerns to highway users 
and public officials; 

Preliminary tests made by 
the committee last winter at 
Stevens Point .indicate that 
.airs; equipped * with these 
tires are safer on ley pave- 
ments than cars with regular 
show tires, but reinforced 
tire chains afford still' more 
safely, according to Profes- 
sor E. A.' Whitchurst? Direc- 
tor of the Tennessee High- 
way Research Program, .anil 
Chairman, Subcommittee on 
Testing for the NSC Commit- 
tee on Winter Driving Haz- 
ards. 

The research specialist, 
who is Research Professor of 
Engineering at Hie Univer- 
sity of; Tennessee, said the 
Council's tests showed the 
following average slopping 
distances on ice" for a car 
traveling at 20 mph with new 
equipment' 

Regular tiros 100 H. 

Snow (ires .-.,. 107 ft. 

Studded snow tires 110 ft, 
Reinforced tire chains~70 fti 
"The tests also showed 
that new studded tires rank 
somewhere between tire 
chains and regular snow tires 
in .starting ability on ice." 1 
Whitchurst said. He sum- 
marized the Council's trac- 
tion test findings on ice by 
reporting that snow tires 
give 30 per cent improve- 
ment over regular tires, 
studded snow tires provide 
130 pqr- cent improvement, 
and reinforced tire chains of- 
fer 40f> per cent improve- 
ment. , 

"Highway users should 
recognize that -those tests 
were made" wilh~new~squip' 
ment," Whitchurst s a i d. 
"Limited data indicate '., that 
after 5,000' miles of wear, 
studded tires may lose as 
much as 50 per cent of their 
effectiveness. We hope to 
find out more about- the in- 
fluence of wear on tiro effi- 
ciency during"; this winter's 
tests." 

Whitchurst said the com- 
mittee members are interest- 
ed in reports by some agen- 
cies, including lite Swedish 
National Road Research Insti- 
tute, that studded tires may 
reduce the coefficients of 
friction on bare pavements, 
both wet and dry, by as much 
as 25 per cent. 

"Since some of today's 
heavily - traveled pavements 
arc already considered to be 
slippery when wet, it, is ob- 
.viousJhaLany additional loss 
in traction because of the 
studs, particularly at high 
speeds, could lead to a most 
hazardous situation," White- 
hurst said. * 

"fn the meantime," Whitc- 
hurst added; "until some of 
these questions are answer- 
ed, the Council 'continues to 
recommend regular snow 
tires for use. during mild-to- 
medium snow and ice .condi- 
tions, and advises that studd- 
ed tires arc more effective 
than regular tires .on ice and

Keep water around 
the base of any live tree at 
all times while in the house, 

4. Use only UL approved 
electric lights and decorate 
with fircproofed or nonflam- 
mable materials. 

5. Keep arc decorated 
tree in the coolest area of the 
room, and away from regis- 
ters, heaters, fireplaces and 
other heat sources. 

v6. Turn off tree lights 
whenever you leave the 
house, -even 'if only for a 
short Mine. 

7. Frequently check (he 
needles of the free around 
light bulbs — if they are 
brown, relocate the lights. 
When the needles begin to 
shdd, take the. tree down and 
dispose of it. 

Dr. Baker also cautioned 
that weather and traffic 
conditions arc not at their 
best during the Holidays, and 
advised that when traveling, 
allow extra time for" a. safer 
trip. . " '"

At I ft 
months- of- age the chickens 
are sold,. to he replaced by 
five-month-old ones again.
